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SPRAYPEC - Constitution Taltes a Back Seat to Big Business

On March 2 in Prof. Alan 
Shandrti's political science class two 
members of the group "Democracy 
Street" held an infoniiation session 
about government and police actions 
at the APEC summit and the eco- 
nomic policies discussed in the meet- 
ings that took place during this sum- 
mit. 

The two speakers, Alyssa 
Westerguard and Garth Mullins, gave 
a thoroughly insightful and enter- 
taining presentation that was very 
well informed. Let's just say that if 
you missed this duo you should re- 
gret it. This information session pro- 
vided the audience with the real story 
about the treatment of protesters at 
the APEC summit. It provided the 
listener with proof of the fact that the 
federal government is providing the 
people of this country with a giant 



serving of bullshit in the name of 
'national security". 

The first to speak was Miss 
Westerguard. Her detailing of the 
police and government actions lead- 
ing up to and during the APEC sum- 
mit were very revealing and at times 
shocking. A video of students being 
pepper sprayed by the thugs with 
guns and a badge was truly appalling. 
The zest for the suppression and vio- 
lence that the police were indulging 
in wasevident on the faces Chretien's 
cronies. Most people would call it 
bloodlust. 

According to Miss 
Westerguard, there were a total of 80 
arrests of organizers and protesters at 
the APEC summit in November 1 997. 
Some of these arrests took place be- 
fore the summit even started. The 
legitimacy of the majority of these 
arrests is questionable considering 
some people were arrested for such

threats to 'national security' as pass- 
ing out APEC information pamphlets 
and carrying a megaphone. 

Although some people would 
say this speech was ripe with an air of 
conspiracy it was hard not to believe 
Miss Westerguard when she went on 
to explain a theory that the security 
fence erected by the police to keep 
the protesters at a "safe" distance 
from the leaders was intentionally 
made to be flimsy so that the police 
would have an excuse to indulge their 
Gestapo tendencies when the fence 
inevitably collapsed from the pro- 
testers climbing on it. But what do 
you expect when a poorly constructed 
fence is held together with plastic 
twist ties? Apparently the police did 
not feel that consulting UBC engi- 
neering students would be in the in- 
terests of 'national security'. 

The tale of the strip searches 
performed by the police on the de- 
tainees from this protest was also 
very enlightening. Only the females 
were victimized by this highly un- 
necessary indecency. And in full 
view of male officers to boot. Miss 
Westerguard would know about these 
things as she was one of the victims. 
The women were stripped in a room 
where the door was open to a another 
room containing male police offic- 
ers. 

Yet another tidbit of incrimi- 
nating information that I am sure 
Jean Chretien would never allow the 
CBC to tell you and I about, is the fact 
that prior to the APEC summit police 
were provided with threat assessment 
forms giving such information as a 
person's political affiliation and their 
HIV status. This,asyouareundoubtly 



aware, is very relevant to 'national 
security'. 

The list of atrocities presented 
by Miss Westerguard was extensive 
but probably the most alarming was 
the fact that the police themselves, in 
their own intelligence, admitted that 
the protest was peaceful. All of this 
was orchestrated so that Chretien 
would look good to a bunch of butch- 
ers and so that these leaders would 
believe that all Canadians think that 
globalization is a great idea. 

This is the topic that the sec- 
ond speaker. Garth Mullins, spoke 
about for the second half of the pres- 
entation. Mr. Mullins' ability as a 
speaker and his sense of humour cap- 
tured the audience as he royally de- 
graded the capitalist oligarchy. 

He began is speech by point- 
ing out that when we hear the term 
'globalization' in the popular media 
the reference is really to "corporate 
globalization". It is not really about 
a coming together of peoples but 
rather a coming together of large cor- 
porations for the sake of increasing 
profits at the expense of both this 
planet and the lifeforms that inhabit 
it. The majorproblem with this policy, 
according to Mr. Mullins, is that the 
governments and businesses forcing 
this doctrine upon us do not allow 
debate on the issue. They are simply 
right and that is all there is to it. 

Mr. Mullins continued by 
pointing out that the power of parlia- 
ments in various countries, including 
Canada, are circumvented by global 
agreements (i.e. NAFTA). The agree- 
ments give these huge corporations a 
way to ignore decency in favour of 
the bottom line. Pollution controls in 



our country can be ignored due to the 
fact that these agreements explicitly 
state that one country cannot do some- 
thing to inhibit this globalization proc- 
ess through the restricting of trade. 
So, if Canada were to try to force a 
company in the USA to comply with 
our pollution regulations, that com- 
pany could cite a clause in an agree- 
ment between our two countries that 
says we are not allowed to restrict 
their ability to make massive amounts 
of money even though they are de- 
stroying the planet. 

When pressed to come up with 
an alternative to this corporate glo- 
balization process Mr. Mullins sug- 
gested a system by which resources 
are reallocated to human problems 
and where humanitarian costs are 
actually considered. The fact that the 
world's countries combined spend 
trillions of dollars each day on weap- 
ons with which to destroy each other 
seems to be something of a sick irony. 
The fact that the bottom line is vastly 
more important than the human cost 
seems to Mr. Mullins to be a travesty. 

All in all the presentation was 
a grand success. At the end of the 
speeches and a brief question period 
in which several members of the au- 
dience made comments of their own, 
a toque was passed around to collect 
donations for their cause as they do 
not believe in taking advantage of the 
underprivileged in order to further 
their causes.

The first revenue-generating 
contract that the UNU/INWEH 
signed was with Mexico on May 1 1 , 
1998. The plan was a capacity-build- 
ing enterprise expected to serve as a 
model for UNU/INWEH 's work in 
the future, generating US$3.55 mil- 
lion. With its parmers, UNU/INWEH 
will assemble international biosolids 
management experts from all over to 
assist the local project team mem- 
bers. 

The three year project has 
three phases: 1 ) design, 2) activate, 
and 3) consolidate a public-private 
relationship to manage the city's 
biosolids in a sustainable way. The 
UNU/INWEH seeks to duplicate the 
program in other urban areas with 
similar needs in Latin America. At 
least two other Mexican cities have 
expressed interest in the UNU/ 
INWEH's project. 

As well as the Mexican inter- 
est in UNU/INWEH, the Middle East 
is providing opportunities for this 
Canadian based operation. TheZayed 
Charitable Foundation located in Aby 
Dhabi, UAE, has pledged ten thou- 
sand dollars for each of the three 
following projects: 

• Development of an environmen- 
tal data base system for the mu- 
nicipality; 

• Evaluation of the potential im- 
pacts of waterbome contami- 
nants on human consumption of 
fish and seafood in the Arabian 
Gulf-Aby Dhabi coastal zone; 
and 



Chemical and biological evalua- 
tion of the quality of desalinated 
water. 

Final project proposals are be- 
ing prepared and Project Directors 
selected. 

Saudi Arabia, West Bank/ 
Gaza Strip and Jordan have all ex- 
pressed interest in UNU/INWEH's 
direction; however, nothing is yet 
firm or finalized since the time of 
the last publication of the UNU/ 
INWEH's news letter. 

The United Nations Univer- 
sity was created in 1975 to promote 
international scholarly cooperation, 
problem-oriented research on urgent 
global concerns. The UN General 
Assembly adopted the Charter of 
UNU in 1973. 

The UNU is financed through 
pledges to the Endowment Fund, es- 
tablished by the Government of Ja- 
pan, who's initial contribution was 
US$1 00 million. In 1 997, pledges to 
the Endowment Fund, plus operating 
contributions from 54 governments 
and 136 other benefactors, totaled 
roughly US$346 million. 

The university pro- ^^^^^ 
vides specialized training p"-' 
throughout the worid. The 
"faculty" is an interna- 
tional network of scholars 
and professional contribu- 
tors, while the "students" 
are mainly young re- 
searchers and other pro- 
fessionals from develop- 
ing countries who receive 



postgraduate training as UNU fel- 
lows, or who benefit from UNU's 
capacity-building activities. 

The Canadian-based pro- 
gramme, the International Network 
on Water, Environment and Health, 
is a new member of the UNU family 
of organizations. It was created in 
1996 by UNU's Governing Council 
with funding provided by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada. The purpose of 
INWEH is to "strengthen integrated 
freshwater management, particularly 
in developing countries, through ca- 
pacity building and applied research." 
They also have the flexibility to as- 
semble teams from different disci- 
plines and countries to obtain the 
precise skills and expertise needed.

The final results were 
587-351 in favour of Wylie and a 
close 437-480 for Solomon. 

Congratulations goes out to 
all candidates as their campaigns were 
all well oriented. The place you 
didn't want to be, however, was the 
Student Centre, as that seemed to be 
the setting of demise for the two 
candidates that fell short. Hopefully 
they will continue to be active in 
student politics at any rate, as their 
skills could be beneficial in 
other areas of the school, 
such as forming opposition 
to next year's SGA so we 
can see many good ideas 
fly around.

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A Return to the Treaties 

On Tuesday evening, the National Chief of 
the Assembly of First Nations, Phil Fontaine, deliv- 
ered his public lecture entitled "First Nations in 
Canada: A New Relationship for the Next Millen- 
nium". Mr. Fontaine called for a return to the 
Treaty relationship, in its original form, that is, a 
commitment to co-existence and sharing. This is 
the "fundamental shift" that Canadians will have to 
embrace; and in the words of Mr. Fontaine, "it has 
to happen now." 

The real "bread and butter" issues facing First Na- 
tions - the terrible effects of poverty which include poor 
housing, poor health, high unemployment, high incarcera- 
tion rates and suicide rates four times the national average 
- these issues are just too real and the cause of so much 
suffering, that willful continued intransigence on the part of 
Canadians, and their governments, can no longer be toler- 
ated. Canadians must recognize the inherent right of First 
Nations to govern themselves, a right we often take for 
granted in our own lives. As Mr. Fontaine said, the attitude 
that First Nations are unable to govern themselves is "racist 
to the core; people shouldn't think like that in this day and 
age." 

First Nations need access to land and access to re- 
sources to ensure that their people can enjoy the standard of 
living that most Canadians have come to expect. "Land is 
a very valuable commodity ... and it represents Canada's 
wealth," said Mr. Fontaine. We often forget that before this 
land was Canada, it was Indian land. By contrast, First 
Nations now occupy less than one percent of Canadian 
territory. 

Central to the return to a commitment to co-existence 
and sharing is the need to "develop an appreciation for each 
other ... [to] respect differences, not fear them." We are 
ready to listen, Mr. Fontaine. Gchi-miigwech.

After all, ideas are the 
backbone of all writing, no matter the 
language or discipline. I mean, you 
have to write about something, don't 
you? Even "Seinfeld" and some post- 
modernist novels, although they pur- 
port to be abouf'nothing," ultimately 
deal with something; maybe justchar- 
acter eccentricities, but something. 

By your reference to "crazy 
ideas," I'll assume you ' ve heard some 
of the flights of fancy I've taken in 
recent papers. Rest assured, however, 
that my topics and approaches have 
been rigourously discipline-related. 
This is crucial, and we'll come back 
to it. To once again consider the se- 
mantic content "your crazy ideas," I 
must assume that you mean crazy 
ideas in general, rather than my own 
in particular. My vanity doesn't run 
quite so deep. 

There are two types of ideas 
which we may analogize as "King- 
doms," much as the realm of life can 
be differentiated into two kingdoms. 



The first domain of ideas are the 
crazy ideas; the second includes the 
viable ones. Each variety of idea 
broadly categorizes a whole pantheon 
of narrower, more focused concepts 
and topics, ranging from phyla-level 
abstractions down to more 
reductionist species of ideas. The 
species-level is where we generally 
write; this is the level of specific 
topics. To give an example, consider 
gender roles in Shakespeare's plays, 
rather than the native phylum of Eng- 
lish literature as a whole. There are 
two critical differences between crazy 
ideas and viable ones, and these dif- 
ferences are integrally related to one 
another. The points of contrast are 
the taxonomic level at which we write 
(refeiring again to the earlier anal- 
ogy), and the workability of the topic 
itself. 

The reductionist approach to 
ideas I talked about in the previous 
paragraph - the Shakespeare exam- 
ple - is a good method. This way, you 
can choose potential essay fodder 
from a whole range of personal inter- 
ests in any discipline you may be 
writing in. Let's consider another 
example: maybe you are a biology 
student who has a pre-occupation with 
hockey; Eric Lindros's scoring total 



or Tie Domi's penalty statistics are 
obviously not viable topics for a biol- 
ogy paper (although they are reduced 
from an interest in hockey). A viable 
reduction from hockey (the crazy 
idea) might concern the impact of 
anaerobic sport in the human body - 
with hockey players constituting the 
sample. Reduction from abstract, 
phylogenic, crazy concepts to con- 
crete, viable, relevent ideas is an ap- 
proach which I believe may be uni- 
versally applicable. At least, I can't 
think of an exception off hand. 

A key point to remember is 
the issue of relevance. Make your 
topic germane to your assignment. 
Reduce from your general interest all 
you want, but maintain a focus of 
pertinence to the discipline. All of 
this skirts the issues of where, in fact, 
ideas come from. Although I've said 
it implicitly, now let me be explicit: 
they come from you. It ' s important to 
juxtapose what you find interesting, 
what you are curious about, and your 
field of choice. Being enrolled in a 
course is an indication of at least 
peripheral interest in that subject. If 
you write about things that hold no 
attraction for you, the lustre of your 
work cannot help but fade. Keep it 
bright!

What's a Resume Worth?

In the Spring a student's fancy 
turns less to love and more to finding 
a job, either a job after graduation or 
a job for the summer. As often as not 
that triggers thoughts of the r6sum6. 

But what is the r6sum6 worth? 
How important is it in finding that 
vital job? Go to yourown experience, 
or ask your friends; how have you 
found jobs in the past? Talking to 
people who come to see me, I hear 
that they find jobs through personal 
contacts, either people they know 



already (family members are useful, 
aren't they?) or people to whom they 
have been directed. I also know two 
people who sent out about a thousand 
resumes and got almost no response. 
Studies show that fewer than 15% of 
jobs are found by means of the r6sum6. 
This is not to say that the 
r6sum6 is of no use; it is just not a 
good way of finding a job. The resum6 
is an excellent way of focussing your 
thinking about yourself, your "self- 
assessment." It is also a great calling 
card, a way of reminding people to 
whom you have spoken about your- 
self and your salient characteristics.

Obviously, if an advertise- 
ment asks for resumes, you send one, 
but make that personal contact too. 
If, however, you are starting from 
scratch (and don't forget that the vast 
majority of jobs are never advertised), 
then scratch people first. Talk to fam- 
ily, friends, acquaintances, people 
who work in places where you would 
like to get a job. In short, network.

George Jonas, an author and 
pnxlucer you may or may not be 
familiar with, has a weekly column in 
the Toronto Sun. His piece from 
March 4 is one that everyone should 
read.

Thomeloe's intimate theatre 
is great for Tennesee Williams' "The 
Glass Menagerie". 

The highlight of this night 
was Tracy Lessard playing Amanda, 
the mother. Her soliloquies were 
pulled off magnificently as her ac- 
cent thickened slightly, reminding 
one of Cheryl Kennelly 's "The Point 
of Meltin'" because of her delivery, 
force and conviction. As well, 
Lessard brought out her motherly 
lines in an extremely convincing 
manner. We get the idea that there is 
some kind of struggle in her charac- 
ter, yet she refuses to let it go, which 
has all kinds of implications in the 
play. Without Lessard doing such a 
great job with her character, the play 
would inevitably fall flat. This isn't 
to downplay the other characters at 
all, simply to demonstrate the im- 
portance of her role and how well 
Lessard executed. 

Tom, played by Jason 
Therrien, sets the play for us, telling 
that this is a play dealing with the 
imagination and memory. The way 
that this is outlined for us is some- 
what mysterious because when the 
play gets going, the audience is 
sucked in and any thought of this not 
being real is quickly wiped away. 
It's a good technique in that we are 
dragged from the outside to the in- 
side, but that little bit seems urmec- 
essary. 

However, about Therrien, he 
works so well in the play. His thin 
range of emotions gives us a very 
keen sense of how his life's been: 
boring. He's dropped all of his 
dreams to work in a warehouse where 
he makes very little money, simply 
to support his mother and sister. We 
get the feeling that he should only be 
able to feel some pleasure and quite 
a bit of anger and bitterness. When 
he's shifting emotions though, it's 
made so natural, yet so obvious. So 
much as a nodding head works to- 
wards Therrien 's advantage, as we 
see him in disbelief that his mother's 
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Starting to cry and he's about to get 
sucked into apologizing. 

The reserved Laura is played 
by Tara Levesque and very nicely, I 
might add. This very nervous char- 
acter adds drama and a touch of hu- 
mour to the play. She is also the most 
charming character: befuddled, 
sweet, shy. These are the qualities 
that Levesque brought out in Laura 
which really made the audience feel 
for her character. Generally, we love 
her and feel sorry for her from the 
start, even though she has her peculi- 
arities. 

Owen McLaughlin played the 
part of Jim. McLaughlin also played 
in "A Midsummer Night's Dream" 
but this seems to be more suited to 
McLaughlin's talents. He delivers 
the lines, "I wish you were my sister. 
I'd teach you to have some confi- 
dence in yourself," to Laura so non- 
chalantly but still with a weight that 
carries for several minutes. We know 
that something is going to go wrong 
at that moment but he's so sincere 
doing it. Still, hearts are crushed by 
the way we want things to work out 
and the way they do. 

Ian Maclennan, director of the 
play has put together this Williams' 
play with a great deal of success. 
Williams' script is one of the best in 
recent American times and 
Maclennan has done the work justice 
by finding and directing a fine group 
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of actors. Stage direction is clear and 
formidable. Congratulations to 
Maclennan on this work. 

Now that all the compliments 
have been given out, there is one 
small thing that bothered me. The 
cabinet which encloses the menag- 
erie is tucked in the back right comer 
(when looking down at the stage). 
This poses a problem if you're sitting 
on the right side because the menag- 
erie, which is supposed to be domi- 
nate in the play, is barely visible. 
Other than that, there's nothing 
wrong. 

The play is well worth the few 
bucks. Thomeloe Theatre's second 
production in the new complex is 
excellent in terms of literature cho- 
sen and actor's presentations. I hope 
to see more plays of this type come 
from them in the future. 

Tennessee Williams' "The Glass 
Menagerie" continues to run from 
March 1 1 - 1 3 at 8:00pm and March 
14 at 2:00pm. Tickets are $6 for 
students/ seniors, and $10 for adults. 
"The Glass Menagerie" was 
Williams' first commercial success, 
first produced inChicagoduring 1944 
and again in New York during 1945. 
The play is considered to be a tradi- 
tional "American Dreams and Night- 
mares" kind of play, an ideology 
which seems to parallel Williams' 
own life.

February Retail Sales Track 
Ahead of Estimates 

Discount stores paved the way for better-than-expected sales at 
retailers in February, company figures showed last week, as a healthy 
economy kept people shopping. 

People have jobs and people are spending. It's just an excellent 
macro{economic) environment for retail sales," Fahnestock & Co. 
analyst William Armstrong said. "The numbers have been very good 
in February," Alan Mak, analyst at Argus Research said. 

Stores have been posting very good sales this year. Those like 
The Gap, Wal-Mart, and Target are among the leaders in sales. Gap's 
sales at stores open more than a year increased 1 2 percent on top of a 1 4 
percent mcrease last February and total sales increased 32 percent to 
$548 million. Wal-Mart's sales have increased 10.3 percent in Febru- 
ary, while Target has increased by 8.3 percent. 

Last month, the Standard & Poor's retail stock index rose 1.13 
percent, or 9.88 points to 886.42. 

When surveying the market for retail stocks, advisors say to look 
at the small and mid-cap retailers, which have been trading at moderate 
multiples relative to their growth rates. Because many of the large-cap 
retailers are expensive, financial advisors say to stay away from them. 

IBM, Dell in $16 Billion Pact 

• IBM and Dell Computer Corp., the world's biggest and fastest- 
growing computer companies, last week agreed to a $16 billion pact in 
which IBM will supply a range of key computer components to Dell. 

Under the deal, Dell will buy a range of personal computer 
components including high capacity data storage, computer chips, 
network gear and personal computer monitors. The agreement also 
calls for the future use of IBM advanced semiconductor technology by 
Round Rock, Texas-based Dell. 

Investors applauded the news as itpushedlBM's stock up $9.75 
to $176.50 a share and Dell's stock went up $2.75 to $83.69 a share. 

TTie seven-year deal, which the companies believe to be the 
largest in information technology history, will first involve Dell using 
IBM products such as computer disk drives and flat panel displays in 
Dell ' s personal computers. The agreement also calls for the companies 
to work together on technology development projects and to share 
products. 

Dow index Has 1 0,000 Mark Back in 
Sights 

The U.S. stock market, frozen in place for nearly two months, 
has blazed back into record terrain, leaving the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average poised to surpass tiie 1 0,000-point mark, a major and so-far, 
elusive milestone. 

Last week's market thaw was fueled by new data that showed 
U.S. jc* growth is not accelerating in an inflationary fashion despite 
surprisingly robust growtii in the overall economy. The news quelled 
fears of an interest rate hike by ^e Federal Reserve and, powered by 
the Dow Jones industrial average back into record terrain with its 
strongest two-day gain since October, when Fed Chairman Alan 
Greenspan surprised financial markets with a rate cut. 

The Dow closed last week at a record high 9, 736.08, surging a 
combined 460 TTiursday and Friday. Given the big gain, could the 
Dow, which has tossed and turned into and out of the 9.000's since the 
spring of 1 998, mean the long race will soon be over, or has the market 
entered March like a lion only to leave like a lamb? 

Analysts" opinions differ on weather the reappearance cm the 
horizon of a five-digit Dow is anything more than a mirage generated 
by the market's last heatwave. 
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Go Where the Action is; 
Emerging IVIarkets 



In 1994, London's Beta Funds 
Ltd. made its first investment foray 
into Vietnam, thus establishing a joint 
venture to develop a knitwear factory 
in Dalat, a charming resort town in 
the highlands of the southern part of 
the country. Beta knew that it wasn't 
going to be a cakewalk operating in 
Vietnam - definitely one of the most 
emerging of the emerging markets - 
which had, for the better of two gen- 
erations, been all but closed to the 
outside world or embroiled in civil 
war. 

They had no idea. 

We went through a couple of 
years of complete hell," recalls Peter 
Scott, Beta's CEO and a seasoned 
veteran of emerging-market invest- 
ing. 

First, Beta's man in Dalat in- 
sisted that the only way to get things 
done was to joint-venture with the 
local people's committee. Only they 
could secure the property for the fac- 
tory; only they could secure the sup- 
port of the locals and the powers that 
mattered in Hanoi. Wrong. "We 
found out that this obviously wasn't 
true," says Scott. "In fact, all they did 
all the time was kind of stop us from 
doing anything, and whenever we 
disagreed with them, they would 
make trouble for the joint venture, 
even though they were sharehold- 
ers." 

Trouble, Scott continues, as 
in trying to get the managing director 
of the venture deported, like taking 
away the director's maid and driver, 
like inciting the factory workers to 
strike. "It was extraordinary - it was 
really extraordinary. You couldn't 
win an argument with them without 
suffering very severe adverse conse- 
quences one way or another." 

That was enough for Scott and 
the company. They went to Hanoi 
and told government officials that 
they were fed up and wanted to dis- 
solve the venture. "Why on earth are 
you doing business with those peo- 
ple?" they were asked. "They are 
well known to be lunatics." 

The venture was reorganized, 
breaking ties with its partners on the 
local committee. Only then did Scott 
discoverthat the partners hadn'tdone 
one of the only things expected of 
them - pay property rent to the central 
government. The whole enterprise 
was in default. 

After a wrenching odyssey 
through the dark corridors of Viet- 
nam's legal system, that problem was 
solved. The former partners also 
failed to deliver an export quota al- 
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lowing them to ship hundreds of thou- 
sands of garments to Europe. That, 
too, took some time to sort out. 

With the help of a local union, 
the problems were smoothed over; 
the plant's sales are projected to rise 
to over $10-million in four years. 
"We went up a steep learning curve, 
but I'm glad we did - we know how to 
get things done over there in a way 
that other people don't," Scott says. 

Along the spectrum of emerg- 
ing-market investments, Viemam is 
a way, way out there. It does not even 
have a stock market. Foreigners can't, 
legally, own anything in the country. 
And, while most emerging markets 
don't present difficulties nearly as 
challenging as Vietnam, there 's ahint 
of adventure to all those places that 
you don't often see in the more devel- 
oped markets. Some investors find 
the challenge of these markets com- 
pelling, not to mention the incredible 
returns that can sometimes be made 
from being in the right place at the 
right time. 

Some find the opposite - the 
notion of investing in these places 
makes them want to hide under the 
covers and hug a GIC. 

While it takes a steel-lined 
stomach to endure the spasms of panic 
that tend to shoot through these mar- 
kets from time to time, most inves- 
tors should have some exposure to 
fast-growing companies in these 
countries. 

First, they can provide sig- 
nificant diversification benefits for a 
portfolio by taking advantage of the 
lack of cortelation between the per- 
formance of some emerging and de- 
veloped markets. That fact may be- 
come even more important in the 
fiimre. Given the increasing cash 
flow of capital around the world and 
the ease of moving money from place 
to place, some analysts expect to see 
more convergence in the perform- 
ance of the bigger, mature markets. 
Which could mean that, to reap the 
benefits of international diversifica- 
tion, investors may have to move 
further and further down the equity 
food chain to find markets that don't 
ebb and flow on cue with the rest of 
the world. 

Second, the historical record 
shows that these markets can provide 
much higher returns than developed 
markets. And, while predictions are 
rarely worth the paperthey 're written 
on, these markets will likely offer 
continuing opportunities for high- 
octane returns. 

The historical record: Sure, 
emerging markets caused some heart- 
ache in the late 1990's. That's to be 
expected. Despite that, the long term 
record is clear as a group, emerging 
markets have posted strong perform- 
ance over the long haul. 

Taking the Morgan Stanley 
emerging market free index as our 
benchmark, we see that emerging 
markets have generated an average 
annual return of about 15.7 percent in 
Canadian dollars over the past dec- 
ade, 21 percent better than the 12.4 
percent return on Canadian stocks. 
That comes despite the agonizing 
slide in Asian markets over the past 
year-and-a-half combined with the 
more modest return in Latin America. 
Had it not been for weakness in those 
areas, the underperformance by the 



Canadian market would have been 
even more marked. 

Of course, there are caveats 
attached. Some emerging markets 
have fared much worse than the Ca- 
nadian market - emerging Asia has 
posted an underwhelming 5.7 per- 
cent average return over those years, 
a result that reflects the recent cata- 
strophic Asian meltdown. It's also 
important to keep in mind that the 
rich returns reflect, in large part, sev- 
eral stellar years - like 1993, when 
emerging Asian and Latin American 
markets generated returns of more 
than 70 percent. Investors' timing in 
getting into these markets - or out - 
has an immense impact on the long- 
term returns because of the volatility 
in emerging markets. 

This is diversification writ 
large. Holding a well-diversified 
portfolio of emerging stocks over 
these years would have helped buffer 
against the relatively weak perform- 
ance of the Canadian market as well 
as some of the serious laggards, like 
some of the Asian markets. These 
results also highlight the danger of 
focusing your bets on single markets 
or regions. Sure, it would have been 
nice to have put your whole nest egg 
in Argentinaor Mexico, but you could 
have easily guessed wrong and put it 
in South Korea. Unless you have a 
keen radar for how the sands will 
shift from year to year in these mar- 
kets, it would be wiser and easier to 
balance your exposure to these mar- 
kets. 

Like most investing trends, 
emerging markets tend to fall in and 
out of favour with investors. As one 
observer recently noted, there have 
been three important periods in the 
recent history of emerging markets - 
discovery (1987-90), infatuation 
(1991-93) and disillusionmemt 
(1994-96). Things haven't improved 
much since then - in fact, the wheels 
have fallen off the emerging-market 
wagon. Asia's problems, combined 
with red-hot markets in North 
America and Europe, have been keep- 
ing investors out of the markets. For 
example, the proportion of assets held 
in emerging funds in the U.S slumped 
to one percent by the end of 1997, a 
four-year low and about a third of the 
level of 1994. 

The trend for stock market 
returns in emerging markets in the 
aggregate over the last four years has 
been one of disappointment and frus- 
tration," Washington's International 
Finance Corporation (IFC) wrote in 
its review of emerging markets for 
1998. "While emerging markets con- 
sistently outscore developed markets 
in annual best-performing stock mar- 
ket categories, the winners are incon- 
sistent and often quite small in size 
while nasty surprises in major mar- 
kets in the group have hurt overall 
performance." 

Thanks to the woes in Asia, 
emerging markets put in a miserable 
performance in 1997. IPC's com- 
posite index declined 1 6 percent, the 
worst one-year decline in the bench- 
mark measure's 10-year history. A 
26-percent rise in Latin markets and 
a 1 percent advance by the emerg- 
ing markets in Europe, Africa, and 
the Middle East were easily offset by 
the 57-percent decompression of 
Asian emerging markets. 
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The World of Spies 



The End of the World? 



Glamorous, fictional spy 
James Bond, agent 007, hero of 1 3 
novels, was created by English au- 
thor Ian Lancaster Flemming. While 
Bond is a fictional character 
Flemming was a spy before writing 
novels and used some of his own 
experiences when creating Bond ex- 
ploits. Are governments today using 
highly skilled agents for espionage? 
While the government is not talking, 
there are several advancements in the 
technology used today for spying. 

A simple pen can contain 
circuits of radio transmitters to eaves- 
drop on any nearby conversation. The 
pen writes normally, the tube houses 
a battery with enough power for up to 
six hours, the body of the pen con- 
ceals a transmitter and the cap or end 
holds the acoustic tube to the micro- 
phone. A tiny transmitter broadcasts 
the signal on UHF radio frequencies. 
The signal may be low but it is strong 
enough for an accomplice sitting in a 
car almost 500 m away to pick up the 
conversation with a receiver and 
record it. 

Night Vision goggles give 
the ability to see in very dim light or 
total darkness. In total darkness an 
infrared flashlight casts a bright light 
upon a scene for those wearing the 
goggles; however, the target can not 
see it. Most of these goggles work 
with systems like those found in the 
image-forming tubes used on televi- 



sion cameras. The tube converts pho- 
tons from the camera lens into elec- 
trons. The electrons speed towards a 
phosphor screen, making a brilliant 
glow where they strike it. The screen 
forms a brighter copy of the original 
scene. 

Industrial espionage may be 
occurring as we speak where rival 
companies try to gain inside knowl- 
edge about the competition. Office 
Space holds several ideal areas for 
espionage to occur. Shredding paper 
does not necessarily destroy it. De- 
termined spies can painstakingly 
piece together shredded secrets. A 
cheap modem can be used by spies to 
hack into insecure computer networks 
and copy data files. The base of a 
lamp is large enough to conceal a bug 
as well as other innocent desk acces- 
sories. The screw heads on a clock 
can conceal a camera. Tiny transmit- 
ters can be hidden anywhere, even in 
potted plants. Professional spies may 
rely on expensive cameras; however, 
the office photocopier is more of a 
security threat. Employees do not 
arouse suspicion if they use it and the 
copies cost them nothing. 

In the entertainment indus- 
try, piracy and industrial espionage 
cut the profits yearly. In the U.S. and 
Canada, annual losses in software, 
audio tapes, and videos are approxi- 
mately $3,131 billion. From a single 
original priorities can make millions 



of copies and therefore security at 
recording and film studios must be 
intense to protect the master tapes 
until the scheduled release date. De- 
spite these precautions, industrial 
spies occasionally succeed in smug- 
gling out a recording; pirates in Sin- 
gapore made thousands of video cop- 
ies of the James Bond film A View to 
a Kill and distributed them through- 
out Asia before the film's London 
premiere. 

From the air nations can spy 
on one another with the many ad- 
vances made in technical intelligence- 
gathering. In the U.S. they have de- 
veloped spy planes without pilots. 
Darkstar is a drone, or unmanned 
aerial vehicle (UAV). UAVs can take 
detailed air photographs of heavily 
defended enemy territory without 
risking a pilot's life. 

Satellite data helps environ- 
mentalists monitor climate changes 
and loss of habitat. Spy satellites take 
the sharpest pictures, but until re- 
cently these have been kept secret. 
Now the CIA is making its images 
available to the general public. 

While the world is ever 
changing there is still a role for the 
secret agent. The technology will 
improve and change, creating sharper 
images and clear conversations, so 
beware of what you say, because you 
may never know when your privacy 
is being invaded. 



What is it? Genetic Mutations and 



Monster Robots 



As movie goers we are fas- 
cinated by the unexplored, unknown, 
and unexpected. Horror movies were 
being made as early as 1913 in Ger- 
many with Hollywood taking over in 
the 1930's, and by the 1950's rapid 
advances in science worried people 
more than any vampire. Filmmakers 
have used this fear to create every 
imaginable form of creature but how 
much is just Hollywood magic? 

Jaws saw the public at large 
a little leery of swimming in the 
oceans. The largest predatory fish, 
the adult rare great white shark, aver- 
ages 14-15 feet in length and weighs 
approximately 1,150- 1,700 pounds. 
There has been circumstantial evi- 
dence to suggest that some speci- 
mens grow to more than 20 feet in 
length. 

The largest fish is a rare 
plankton-feeding whale shark which 
is found in wanner areas of the Atlan- 
tic, Pacific, and Indian oceans. The 
largest on scientific record was cap- 
tured off Baba Island, near Karachi. 
Pakistan, in November 1949. It was 
41 ft. 6 in. long and 23 feet around the 
thickest part of the body and weighed 
an estimated 16-23 tons. Despite its 
size the whale shark poses little threat 
to humans although some specimens 
have been known to ram boats that 
they have mistaken for rival sharks. 

Creatures that are freaks of 
nature have always been a part of the 
movies. Gremlins were no excep- 
tion. Here was an unknown creature 
set up as an import from Asia only to 



have changed into a threat to those 
around them. Odd creatures found in 
film may be inspired by odd crea- 
tures that do exist in nature. The 
Tarsier is one of the smallest pri- 
mates and lives in the forests of Bor- 
neo, Sumatra and the Philippines. 
Tarsiers have a max imum body length 
of 6 1/3 inches and a 10 inch tail. 
Their eyes are so large that they would 
be equivalent to grapefruit-sized eyes 
in a human being. Tarsiers, along 
with animals from the genus Galago, 
are the only primates able to turn 
their heads through 180 degrees in 
each direction. 

Genetic mutations are seen 
in films and television as a futuristic 
possibility. Genetic changes to hu- 
mans and animals can be seen in 
movies like The Fly and Ninja Tur- 
tles. In January 1997, scientists from 
the Roslin Institute and PPL Thera- 
peutics in Edinburgh, Scotland an- 
nounced the birth of Dolly, a Welsh 
mountain ewe cloned from a single 
udder cell of an adult ewe. Dolly's 
DNA was injected into another 
sheep's egg that had been stripped of 
its DNA. They had attempted the 
cloning of more then 220 sheep be- 
fore they produced one live, healthy 
lamb. 

Dr. Richard Seed shocked 
the scientific world in February 1 998 
when he claimed that within 18 
months he would develop the world ' s 
first human clone, using similar tech- 
niques to those used to produce Dolly 
the sheep. His work was met with 



opposition but the physicist from 
Chicago vowed to continue his work 
in Mexico if the United States Con- 
gress obstructed him. 

Technology has also been 
used in films to introduce new forms 
that may replace humans. Robots are 
a growing fascination with the movie 
going public. The most animated ro- 
bots were produced by Steven 
Spielberg's company Amblin Enter- 
tainment in 1993 for the director's 
movie Jurassic Park. To turn the com- 
plex machines into actors, a mini- 
ature version of each dinosaur was 
manipulated to capture the perform- 
ance and relay it by computer to the 
dinosaur robots. 

The cheapest robot made 
cost $ 1 .75, was 5 inches tall and built 
from the wreckage of a Sony 
Walkman at the Los Alamos Na- 
tional Laboratory in 1 996. In tests, it 
struggled to get free when its legs 
were held, without being programmed 
to do so and without making the same 
movement twice. 

In 1 997 Honda launched the 
most humanoid robot. Standing 5 foot 
3 inches, P3 was developed by 150 
engineers over 1 1 years and cost a 
total of $ 80 million. The robot P3 has 
the ability to turn its head, step over 
obstacles, change directions and cor- 
rect its balance if pushed, and has 
three dimensional sight. It could be 
used in nursing and for tasks that are 
too dangerous or strenuous for hu- 
mans. 



With the rise in natural dis- 
aster movies, how likely is it that the 
worid is coming to an end? Will it end 
in a giant earthquake, tornado, or 
flood? While most movies have man- 
made disasters, there have been some 
notable natural disasters that may 
make you a little nervous. 

The largest number of peo- 
ple killed in earthquakes is approxi- 
mately 1.1 million; the catastrophe 
occurred in July, 1201 in the eastern 
Mediterranean. Most of the casual- 
ties were in Egypt and Syria. The 
highest death toll in modem times 
was caused by the quake in Tangshan, 
China on July 28, 1976. The first 
official figures were 655 237 causali- 
ties and then later the figure was 
adjusted to 750 000, then 242 000. 
The most material damage caused by 
an earthquake was on Japan's Kanto 
plain in September 1 , 1 923 . The Earth- 
quake destroyed 575 000 homes in 
Tokyo and Yokohama. The official 
total of people killed and missing in 
the quake and its subsequent fires 
was 142 807. 

On April 26, 1989 approxi- 
mately 1 300 people lost their lives 
and as many as 50 000 people were 
made homeless when a tornado hit 
the town of Shaturia, Bangladesh. A 
tornado cluster that hit in the states of 
Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin, Indiana, 
Michigan and Ohio in April 1985 
killed a total of 27 1 people, injured 
thousands and caused more then $400 
million dollars worth of damage. 

The largest number of peo- 



ple killed in a flood occurred in Octo- 
ber 1887 when the Huang He (Yel- 
low River) in Huayan Kou, China 
flooded its banks killing about 900 
000 people. The Huang He suffers 
from water shortage despite causing 
devastating seasonal flood, and in the 
summer of 1997 it ran totally dry 
along its lower section for more than 
140 days, leaving farmland parched 
and threatening the harvest. The riv- 
er's dry periods are getting longer 
and this jeopardizes 1 7.3 million acres 
of crops and the livelihood of 52 
million people. 

While it is said that lighten- 
ing never strikes twice former park 
ranger Roy Sullivan from Virginia 
was struck by lightening seven times. 
In 1942, 1969, 1970, 1972, 1972, 
1976 and 1977 Sullivan was struck 
by lightening and survived. 

The most devastating ice 
storm according to the 1999 Guin- 
ness Book of Records occurred in 
January 1998 when an ice storm 
wreaked havoc across eastern Canada 
and parts of the north-eastern United 
States, shutting down airports and 
train stations, blocking roads, and 
cutting off power to 3 million people. 
About 600 giant transmission towers 
collapsed, and five days of freezing 
rain coated power lines with up to 4 
inches of ice. Two weeks later, 1 
million people were still without 
power, and some areas remained with- 
out power for three weeks. The total • 
cost of the damage was estimated at 
$650 million.

All three appeared on the 
network's Canadian Comedy 
Shorts series in it's inaugural year. 
Additionally, the Kevin Spencer 
shorts now air on the 1 998/99 season 
of Saturday Night Live. 

Robinson, of course, also 
picked up the hugely successful Tom 
Green Show during that visit to Ot- 
tawa. Lawrence credits The Comedy 
Network and other specialty chan- 
nels for a burgeoning television pro- 
duction company in the capital city. 
Ocnus Productions, Lawrence ' s pro- 



duction company named after the 
condemned soul in Greek Mythol- 
ogy who provided the levity of laugh- 
ter for the other condemned souls of 
hell, has brought Butch Patterson to 
the city. This is the first live-action 
series to be shot in Ottawa in ten 
years. 

If you think Laurentain 
Alumni don't work hard. ..think again. 
Lawrence not only produces both 
shows, but he writes and narrates 
Kevin Spencer and writes, directs 
and stars in Butch Patterson. In ad- 
dition to comedy, Lawrence writes 
dramas (for both stage and screen) as 
well as historical documentaries.

When you think of local art- 
ists here in Sudbury, one band seems 
to come to mind right away... WrecA: 
Beach. Their name has become a 
main attraction all over Sudbury, 
which is amazing since they were 
only formed in the spring of 1998! 

The Northern Lights Festival 
Boreal (Canada's longest running 
folk/rock music festival) provided the 
perfect summer setting for Wreck 
Beach 's debut performance. Playing 
on a bill that included Bruce 
Cockburn, Natalie McMaster and 
the Rheostatics landed Wreck Beach 
in the Sudbury spotlight and encour- 
aged the band to focus on producing 
a CD. Within months the band packed 
up their gear and headed for Hamil- 
ton where they recorded nine original 
songs at Grant Avenue Studios on 
October 24-27. Bob Doidge (U2, 
Crash Test Dummies, Gordon 
Li gh (foot) engineered the sessions and 
the tracking was completed within a 
day. Although the band had major 
lime and budget constraints, theirfirst 
CD, Tavern, was released on No- 
vember 28, 1 998 at a release party at 
The Townehouse. 

Sure, Wreck Beach seems to 
have come out of nowhere, attacking 
Sudbury with the speed of a bat out of 
hell, but all the members have been 
part of the Sudbury music scene for 
years. The five members of Wreck 
Beach have more experience com- 
bined than many of the big named 



acts on the radio today. Jeff Fuller 
(drums, percussion), Trevor 
Haapamaki (lead and background 
vocals, electric and acoustic guitar), 
Carlos (electric, acoustic and lap 
guitar, background vocals), Ryan 
Leveque (electric and acoustic gui- 
tar, mandolin, background vocals) 
and Johnny Spencer (bass, piano, 
organ, accordion, background vocals) 
have all been featured in different 
locations around Sudbury, but as 
Wreck Beach these five musicians 
have created an amazing sound that 
will blow you away within seconds. 

The music on Tavern is the 
type that will appeal to a broad range 
of listeners. Influences like Led Zep- 
pelin, Neil Young, Roy Orbison, 
Rolling Stones, the Who, Hank 
Williams and the Beatles are defi- 
nitely evident, but Wreck Beach has 
wound these sounds into a very mod- 
em appeal. The album is like a lesson 
in classic rock that depends heavily 
on the melodies and the amazing ar- 
rangement of their classic sound with 
amazing lyrics. 

Trevor Haapamaki, a 



Townehouse favorite, wrote the lyr- 
ics and music for all nine songs on the 
album. I have caught Trevor's solo 
act on occasion at The Townehouse, 
but putting him in this collaboration 
with the other four musicians, his 
genius in song writing comes shining 
through. Anyone can write music, 
but Trevor has created his sound out 
of hard work playing, and studying 
some of the greats. Although Wreck 
Beach 's sound is a throwback to clas- 
sic 70's rock, they have made the 
sound modem and their own. Their 
sound is what I would call 'Sudbury 
Rock'. Wreck Beach represents 
through their music exactly what the 
Sudbury music scene is all about... 
creating music that appeals to every- 
one, and showing respect to your 
influences not through imitation, but 
by taking their example and mnning 
wild with it. 

Another example of Wreck 
Beach's connection and love of Sud- 
bury comes on the cover of Tavern. 
In an amazing piece of artwork. 
Wreck Beach has turned The 
Townehouse (one of Sudbury's old- 



est and best know mu- 
sic haunts) into an 
ocean liner crashing 
through the waves and 
swimming with the dol- 
phins. Thiscover seems 
to exemplify what 
Wreck Beach is all 
about. On one hand they 
are crashing through the 
music scene making 
waves everywhere they 
go, and on the other, 
they are still playing, and appealing, 
to the local scene. Recently a huge 
poster of the Tavern cover in the 
window of Record's On Wheels has 
prompted the band to now offer a 
smaller version of the poster free 
with the purchase of their CD (avail- 
able at Sams and Records on Wheels). 
Everyone seemed to want the poster 
and in the tradition of Wreck Beach, 
they are giving the fans exactly what 
they want. 

The CD is selling amazingly 
well and local radio stations and CBC 
have been extremely supportive play- 
ing tracks in a range of different pro- 





gramming formats. So what is next 
for the band that appeared faster than 
a speeding bullet? Well, less than one 
year after their formation, they are 
retuming to Grant Avenue Studios in 
the spring of 1 999 to record a follow 
up CD. Wreck Beach... one year, two 
CDs, numerous headlining shows and 
some kick ass rock music... now that 
is Sudbury at its best!

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Lady Vees Knock-Off Ryerson

On Thursday March 4th, the 
Laurentian Lady Vees beat the 
Ryerson Rams and advanced to the 
second round of the OUA East play- 
offs. The two teams 
battled hard, but 
thanks to defensive 
intensity and a 
well-balanced of- 
fensive attack, LU 
won by nineteen 
points. The final 
score was 80-61, 
and the win put the 
Lady Vees just one 
victory away from 
a spot in the Na- 
tional Champion- 
ships in Thunder 
Bay. 

All told, 
four different Lady 
Vees scored in dou- 
ble digits including 
the game's Most 
Valuable Player , 
#11 Shauna 

Conway. The Sault 
Ste. Marie native 
scored eighteen 
points, going six for 
eight from the field 
and three for four 
from the free-throw 
line. Shauna also shot seventy-five 
percent from three-point land, nail- 
ing three of four. She also grabbed 
two rebounds and nabbed three steals. 

Other Vees in double digits 
included Stephanie Harrison with 
eighteen, Karen Vos with twelve and 
Claire Beatty with ten.

She 
also led all Lady Vees with twenty- 
six minutes played.

tain tremendous defensive pressure 
on the Rams throughout the first ten 
minutes of the game. This factor, 
combined with the Lady Vees depth, 
allowed them to exploit Ryerson 's 
weaknesses. 

In an interview after the 
game Coach John Campbell indicated 
that this factor was the key to victory 
stating: "In the first half we were able 
to get the pace to where we wanted to. 
Our defensive pressure quickened the 
pace of the game, and anytime we can 
do that it brings our depth into play." 

In the game, Laurentian 
came out all fired up and jumped out 
to a 5-0 lead thanks to a lay-up by 
Karen Vos and a three-pointer by 
Tanya Tatti. Ryerson got on the 
board when Miruna Muller hit both 
ofher foul shots after being nicked by 
Tatti on a lay-up attempt. After a 
Ryerson foul placed the inbound un- 
der the basket, LU matched the two 
Ryerson points on a bucket by 



three-pointer reduced the Vees lead 
to two points and really fired up the 
team. The offense got on a roll going 
into the half, and the Vees led by as 
many as sixteen points. 

On the very next play the 
Vees scored dianks to some crisp 
passing. Conway took the ball up the 
court passing to Vos down the left 
side who got the ball into Harrison in 
the post. The Vees next score came 
after a bucket by Ryerson. A non- 
shooting foul again placed the ball 
under the LU basket and Vos and 
DeSutter connected for the exact same 
play as they had two minutes before, 
increasing the lead to four points. 

For the next five minutes 
the teams played pretty evenly and 
Laurentian was unable to increase 
their lead to more than ten points. 
LU's pace really seemed to wear out 
the Rams towards the end of the half. 
Sloppiness combined with inexperi- 
ence really hurt the Ryerson team 



and the Lady Vees were able to pull 
ahead by fourteen points. The 
Voyageurs led 42-28 going into the 
locker room at half-time. 

Coach Campbell credited 
this to the pace of the game, adding 
"Our defensive 
pressure doesn't 
necessarily cre- 
ate opportunities 
right away, but 
whatitdoesis,it 
wears the other 
team down to the 
point where later 
on they get tired 
and play sloppy. 
We exploited 
the lack of depth 
on their bench 
by keeping the 
intensity on with 
new energy on 
the floor." 

In the 
second half the 
team continued 
to play well, 
with the excep- 
tion of some de- 
fensive lapses, 
and went on the 
win by nineteen 
points. Towards 
the end the Rams 
got into some 
foul trouble and the Vees were able to 
take advantage of their excellent foul 
shooting and widen the gap to nearly 
twenty points by the end of the game. 
The trudi of the matter was, the Rams 
would have needed a miracle to de- 
feat the hungry Lady Vees. 

The leading scorer for 
Ryerson was again Miruna Muller; 
however, the Lady Vees were able to 
limit her touches, keeping her to a 
total of twelve points. The game 
before she burned the Vees for twenty- 
four points on sixteen shots. Further- 
more, the Vees played well inside 
keeping Mandy-May Bond's contri- 
bution to seven points. She had played 
well against the Voyageurs the week 
before scoring twenty points, but 
looked over-matched by the Vees 
post players when it really counted.

Four Vees 
scored in double 
digits including two 
double doubles by 
Biggs and 

Donglemans. 
Clifton Edwards led 
the Vees with six- 
teen points followed 
by "Flash" with fif- 
teen. Roan Biggs 
netted thirteen and 
also added eleven 
rebounds. In a sub- 
par performance 
Ted had ten points 
and eleven re- 
bounds. 

Overall the game was diffi- 
cult to watch because after watching 
the Vees kick ass all season it was 
hard to see them play the way they 
did when it really counted.

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Prieur Leads Track Vees at OUA Championship in Windsor ^

Aaron Prieur won another 
Gold Medal in the one-thousand metre 
race at the OUA Championships this 
weekend. His finish, combined with 
fourth place finishes from both men ' s 
relay teams, translated into an overall 
finish of seventh place for the Men's 
Track Team. Jen Scott led the Lady 
Vees with personal bests in the three- 
hundred and six hundred metre races. 
This helped the Lady Vees capture a 
tenth place finish. Forboth the men's 
and the women's titles, Windsor 
placed first, and Western placed sec- 
ond. 

In addition to his win in the 
one-thousand metre race, Prieur took 
fifth in the fifteen-hundred with a 



time of 4:00.80 in the final. On 
Tuesday, Prieur explained his 
lacklustershowinginthelongerrace: 
"In the fifteen, I blew a race that I 
should have won. It was a slow pace, 
so it was a tactical race. I started to 
kick with four-hundred metres left in 
the race, instead of my usual two- 
fifty. I was leading, but I died out and 
four people passed me with 1 50 me- 
tres remaining in the race." 

Prieur still feels that he will 
have strong finishes at the upcoming 
CIAU Championships at Guelph. "I 
want to win both the thousand and the 
fifteen-hundred", said Prieur, "I'm 
capable of winning if I run strong 
enough and smart enough. My time 
will stay about the same, and it could 
even drop a bit. I just want to stay in 



the top three of the pack, and hold my 
position. If I can, I'll run them down 
for the win." 

Prieur had one final thing to 
say to Lambda. "I forgot to thank my 
girl ' Mouse ' . I want to thank her, and 
I guess I'm kissing some ass now for 
forgetting her last time", Prieur said. 

The other medal hopeful from 
LU, Shane Rosati, pulled a hamstring 
during his first attempt at the Long 
Jump. He did not have the chance to 
qualify for any other events at the 
meet, but has already qualified for 
the CIAU Championship in the Long 
Jump. 

The Men's four by eight-hun- 
dred metre relay will also be compet- 
ing at the CIAU Finals. They quali- 
fied for the finals with a time of 



7:50. 1 7. The team will be comprised 
of John Thompson, Pat Hillman, 
Jason Lemire and Aaron Prieur. On 
Tuesday, Hillman and Thompson 
offered a few comments about their 
success to this point. Hillman said: 
"There are four teams that have had 
times that are only a few seconds 
faster than ours. Calgary is right 
where we are, and there are a few 
teams that are at least four seconds 
behind us." 

Thompson was even more 
positive about the team's chances, 
saying: "We're sixth now, and we 
can move up. We need everyone to 
run PB's during the race, and if they 
do, I'd say we even have an outside 
chance at a medal." 

Coach Rick Carleton also felt 



that medals could be forthcoming. 
"Aaron should win a medal in the 
thousand, and will probably medal in 
the fifteen as well. We have a good 
chance at picking up a third medal if 
Shane [Rosati] is healthy." 

"As far as the relay team goes, 
I fee that we should finish in the top 
six. Teams like Calgary and Victoria 
may have more potential than we've 
seen to this point. I would also like to 
see a finish in the top fifteen for our 
entire team. It's difficult to tell, 
though, at this level because we 
haven't been able to fully analyze all 
of the teams." 

The Track Championships 
will take place March 12th and 13th 
at McGill University. Good luck, 
and try to bring back all four medals.

"All along our stretch run it has been 
our depth combined with our team's 
ability to have a different person step 
up each night that has really been the 
key to our success. Last game it was 
Claire Beatty whocame on and helped 



a 15-0 run. This was highlighted by 
six points in a minute and a half by 
Stephanie Harrison and a pair of three- 
pointers by Vos and Conway. 
Conway was on fire, passing off for 
two assists and she also added two 
more points on a wrap-around lay-up 
under the basket. 

Just before she knocked down 
the three-pointer, Conway was com- 
pletely leveled on a pick by Toronto's 
Samantha Burrows.

Conway, who

ment, received the Tournament MVP 
award. After the game Shauna com- 
mented "I was surprised and hon- 
oured to win the award. The whole 
team played well and knew we could 
win. We are one step closer to real- 
izing our dreams."

Referees Help McMaster Edge Laurentian in OUA Final

The Lady Vees traveled to 
London to face the OUA West Cham- 
pion McMaster on Sunday, March 
7th. The Vees lost by fifteen points in 
a game that can best be described as 
frustrating. The game started in the 
right direction but it became clear 
very quickly the way the game was 
going to be called by referees. The 
McMaster team was under-sized and 
it appeared as though the refs wanted 
to even things up by not calling Mac 
fouls. 

The Laurentian post players 
played well despite the fact that they 
were being continuously abused in 
the post throughout the game. On the 
other hand, the refs had no problem 
calling fouls against the LU players. 
The pesky fouls that the Mac players 
committed went unnoticed; whereas, 
any time a Lady Vee so much as 
touched a Mac player, the refs called 
afoul. The Vees committed a total of 
twenty-eight turnovers; however, a 
great number of those turnovers were 
actually fouls by the Mac players that 
went uncalled. Although the game 
Stat sheets indicate that McMaster 
held only a slight advantage in per-

Over the 
course of the game the frustration 
built up and it effected their overall 
play. Stephanie Harrison and Gillian 
Eccles played phenomenally regard- 
less of the fact that they weren't get- 
ting any calls. Harrison added twenty 
points, eight rebounds, four blocks 
and two steals. Eccles came off the 
bench and contributed eleven points 
on five for five from the field. 

The differences in the two 
teams three-point shooting percent- 
ages really hurt the Lady Vees. Mac 
managed a 40.9 overall percentage, 
which was way above the Vees 9. 1 %. 
LU started strong, jumping 
out to a six nothing lead. McMaster 
chipped away at the lead and eventu- 
ally took the lead ten minutes in. The 
Marauders shot three-pointer after 
three-pointer. The Vees perimeter 
players guarded the Mac players well; 
however, the Mac players simply 
backed up and shot from even farther 
away. The fact that the Mac players 
shot so well attributed to them play- 
ing well inside. The three-pointers 
opened up the inside for the under- 



sized Mac post players who slipped 
past Laurentian post players. 

The Player of the Game award 
went to #5 Kerri Hill of McMaster. 
She led her team with seventeen points 
and also contributed three steals and 
two rebounds. In an interview after 
the game, she commented on her 
team ' s success, adding: "I feel won- 
derful. I can't even begin to describe 
how I feel. This is my last year, and 
this is the best way I could ever 
imagine finishing. We knew that the 
over-time victory against Western 
was a very important one, but we also 
wanted to keep the momentum go- 
ing. That was a big game, now this is 
a big game, and every game from 
now on in will be abig game. We just 
have to tell ourselves to take it one 
step at time." 

She went on to comment on 
her expectations for Nationals, add- 
ing "In Thunder Bay we know we are 
the under dogs so we are just there to 
play and have fun. You never know 
what could happen!" 

As far as the her performance 
against LU was concerned, Kerri used 
the modest approach preferring to 
praise her teammates. "We though 
most of their points would come 
through Harrison, so it was a big 



challenge for our post players but I 
think they all stepped up and did a 
real good job." 

The Head Coach of the Ma- 
rauders, Teresa Bums, was very 
happy about all of her team's suc- 
cesses, adding: "We thought they 
would be more devastating in the 
post because let's face it Stephanie 
Harrison is amazing. We tried to pre- 
pare our team as best we could. We 
wanted to make it as tough as possi- 
ble for her to shoot the ball. We 
boxed her out to reduce her second 
chances. It may sound clinched, but 
our team has more heart than any- 
body. More than anything, we play 
like a team. We have a different 
person stepping up for us every night. 
We tell our kids to go out and make 
sure your individual shift makes a 
difference. They make sure when 
they get out there that they give it 
everything they got. Defensively we 
wanted to pressure the ball as much 
as we could and force them to make 
shots that they didn't want to." 

The Vees loss hurt their rank- 
ing in the CIAU Championships. It 
dropped them down to seventh, which 
means they face the University of 
Regina Cougars in the first round. 
McMaster improved their ranking to 



fifth, and they will face the Univer- 
sity of New Brunswick. Some would 
say that the Lady Vees ranking hurts 
their chances to win the National 
Championship. I however, disagree 
because I think the Lady Vees now 
have something to prove. I just hope 
they get a chance to face McMaster to 
prove who is the better team. 

On Tuesday, Coach John 
Campbell discussed his loss. When 
asked if he felt the referees were a 
factor, Campbell responded: "No. 
They were not a determining factor at 
all. Our problem was the number of 
defensive breakdowns. That was the 
key reason we lost. 

' They outplayed us in the post, 
and they were able to challenge our 
shooters. They worked well off of 
the defensive glass as well. From our 
squad, I thought the only one who 
played well was Jill Eccles," said 
Campbell. 

"I hope that this was a re- 
minder to us that we have to play 
hard, and that we should come in to 
games more dow n to earth and not so 
overconfident," Campbell added. 

The Lady Vees will play the 
Regina Cougars in the first round of 
the CIAU Championship. Good luck, 
and try to win the big one. 
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
